City Operating Fund About 
The Same; Loses On 
Debt Fund 


Salem city’s tax rate fcr 1941 will 
be 19 mills, four mills less than 
the 1940 rate, according 
to 
an­ 
nouncement today by County Audi­ 
tor Ross Tisher. 
Approval of the eocnmty 
rates 
was received by Tisher yesterday 
afternoon from me Ohio arpart- 
mentment of taxation. Establish­ 
ment of the assessments followed a 
series of budgec hearing at the 
bounty court house in Lisbon with 
city .school and township officials. 
The Salem school district rate 
was set at 15 mills, one mill um er 
last year’s figure. 
A breakdown of the city’s rate, 
as received by City Auditor Karl L. 
Webster, discloses that Salem will 
get practically the same amount of 
H aney for operating expenses as it 
did during Hie past year, but will 
.cee three mills on the debt fund 
(bond retirement) and one mill for 
relief. The one mitt relief levy, 
voted a year ago, was not renewed 
last November. 
The certification of tile new tax 
rate of 19 nulls is split up among 
the various funds as follows: 
County, 3 mills; School, 3.50 in­ 
side the 10-mill limitation fcr op­ 
erations; 3 mills outsde for opera­ 
tions; 2 mills Icr debt; township, 
SC mills; City, 2.90 mills for opera - 
I Lions JO mills for 
police pension; 
I mills for debt. 
Perry’ townships rate of taxation 
for the new year will be 15.80, one 
mill higher than 1940. 
Rates in other county districts in 
some Instances remain he same as 
last year. In others, like Salem, it 
is ’ewer, while increases are noted 
in still < her districts.
